A New 
Cheese-Maker.

Joseph Vacher, the list 
of whose murders is 
creeping up to an appal- 
ling figure, was born at 
Beaufort, in the depart- 
ment of the Isére, on 
Nov. 16, 1869. His pa- 
rents were fairly well-to- 
do agriculturists. Until 
the age of eighteen 
Joseph was educated by 
the Marist Fathers of 
Saint-Genis Laval, and 
in 1890 enlisted in the 
60th Regiment of the Line. 
Vacher first attempted 
to murder his sweetheart, 
shooting at her and then 
firing at himself. Con- 
fined as a dangerous 
lunatic, Vacher ought 
never to have been re- 
leased. Scarcely had he 
left the asylum than his 
career of crime com- 
menced. Girl after girl 
was murdered, and no 
trace of the criminal could be discovered. Vacher is 
aman of medium height; he has an unhealthy appear- 
ance, and has a most disagr eable expression in his 
eyes. The confronting of Vacher with witnesses in two 
case: of murder and mutilation to which he has confessed 
took place on Friday week before M. Fourquet, the cases 
being those of Marie Loru‘,a young married woman of 
nineteen, and a girl namca Rosine Rodier.

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AN AMATEUR BOXING CLASS

HE announcement that the National Sporting Club 
are about to institute a class for amateur boxers 
will please very many, [ have little doubt. What 

~ is equally certain is that it will be well managed — 
that is, judging by the excellent manner in which 

all the club’s functions have been organised and carried 
out up to the present. Will they, however, set their faces 
against the growing practice of going for the “ knock- 
out,” which has in my humble opinion lowered the tone of 
amateur boxing during recent years? I think they will. 
They will not, perhaps, be able to control the in-tincts of 
the members of this class, but they can instruct the teachers 
that fighting is not the raison d'étre of the class, and that 
boxing is—that kind of boxing which will enable a man to 
leave the scene of operations feeling all the better for the 
exercise he has gone through, and entirely fre fiom tho 
thought of what the mater and sisters will think of his 
damaged condition as the result. of the slogging tactics so 
prevalent of late. I feel quite sure that men of the 
“ knocking out” class have exercised a very prejudicinl 
effect on boxing competitions generally. Slogging, I know, 
causes a good deal of amusement among those looking on, 
but it is the bout between two men who have studied the 
art of defence as well as of attack which meets with the 
larger amount of appreciation, 


Cycling Records Not Yet Done With. A 

A special permit having been granted Messrs. F. G. Lewin 
and F. Aibone, of the Chiswick District C.C., to arrange for 
pacemakers, they on Saturday, at the Putney Velodrome, 
essayed the task of beating the standing hour's record for 
tandem cycles.
